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Half a year after the town's 
golf course manager said his 
roof was in “dire need of re- 
placement, the City Council 
and mayor finally agreed last 
week on funding. 

In an emergency meeting 
Nov. 15, the council voted to 
take $70,665 from the Aga- 
wam Municipal Golf Course's 
retained earnings account to 
repair the roof before winter 
sets in. 

Contracts were set to be 
drawn up and signed this 
week, according to City Coun- 
cil President James Cichetti. 
The town was able to expedite 
the hiring of a contractor be- 
cause it had already taken bids 
on the project in the spring, 
when the first funding propos- 
al was being discussed. 

The winning bidder was 
CDA Roofing and Siding LLC 
of Agawam. The project in- 
cludes the replacement of 
the entire shingled and flat 
portions of the roof, and new 
gutters and downspouts. The 
$70,665 figure also includes a 5 
percent contingency fund. 

The shingled roof was al- 
ready described as “failed” in

Doubles match: More 
pickleball courts open

Pickleball is a growing sport 
— nowhere more so than in 
Agawam, where crowds of more 
than 40 will gather on weekend 
mornings, and where Western 
Massachusetts only dedicated 
pickleball facility has doubled in 
size this fall, from two courts to 
four.

State playoff 
cheapens 
rivalry game 


or 92 out of the last 93 years, the 
JE serem Brownies and the West 

Springfield Terriers have met on 
the football field to decide bragging 
rights between the two neighboring 
communities. 

Its a classic gridiron rivalry and 
the result of the game — traditional- 
ly played on Thanksgiving, like many 
of Massachusetts’ biggest high school 
rivalries — can define a season. Even 
when a team comes to Thanksgiving 
with a losing record, like Agawam does 
this year, a hard-fought rivalry win 
would give them a reason to hold their 
heads high during the long offseason 
until the next school year. 

Until about five years ago, the game 
was the ultimate test of the regular 
season, as the Western Massachusetts 
playoffs didnt begin until the follow- 
ing Tuesday. In addition to writing a 
“W” into Brownie-Terrier history, some 
teams needed the win to qualify for the 
playoffs, or earn a higher seed. And that 
meant the other team, even in a disap- 
pointing year, had a chance to play spoil- 
er and deny its rival the playoff berth. Ev- 
ery year there was something to fight for. 

Since 2013, however, Thanksgiving 
rivalries have become little more than a 
footnote to the month-long state playoff 
bracket. The seeds were announced in late 
October. Were already far enough into 
the playoffs that most teams have been 
eliminated, and Thanksgiving games are 
being played between teams with nothing 
left to motivate them but pride. 

Or, worse yet, were getting games 
like Agawam-West Side this year. Aga- 
wam is like most teams, hoping to end a 
non-championship season with just one 
last “W?” But West Springfield — domi- 
nant in Division 5 play this year — can 
still look forward to a Super Bowl date 
in Foxborough. At the same time they 
are preparing for a rivalry game against 
the one opponent they love to hate, West 
Side would be foolish not to be spending 
most of their time and energy planning 
their attack on their Dec. 2 champion- 
ship opponent, Dennis-Yarmouth. 

Going by the numbers, West Spring- 
field should win this Thanksgiving game, 
and finally end an Agawam win streak 
that dates back to the Class of 2018's 
seventh grade year. On paper, an Aga- 
wam victory against such a talented 
West Side team would be a tremendous 
upset. But will the Brownies see their op- 
ponents best effort? If they do win, will 
it be against the Terriers’ starters — or 
against their reserves? ‘Thanksgiving 
glory may be Agawams goal, but West 
Springfield has its eyes on a bigger prize. 

The real loser will be the Thanksgiv- 
ing tradition itself. The game has been 
downgraded from the culmination of the 
regular season to an afterthought. 

Theres no easy solution. The new 
schedules were implemented in order 
that the state could hold sectional and 
statewide playoffs, culminating in state- 
wide Super Bowls, before the start of 
the winter sports season. Under the old 
system, teams played two playoff games 
in the 10 days after Thanksgiving, and 
crowned regional champions. But there's 
no way to fit a four-round state-wide 
bracket into that short time. 

Perhaps it’s time to rethink whether 
the state-wide playoff is necessary. A win 
at Gillette and the title of “state champi- 
on’ is a great honor for one team in each 
division. But the damage being done to 
decades-long sporting traditions is be- 
ing felt in hundreds of communities, in- 
cluding in Agawam today.

MGM 
saw something in Springfield 
that caused them to invest $560 
million. Certainly worthy of con- 
sideration.

brown was the color for boys, while girls 
wore white. 

Many students have said they feel 
uncomfortable about not being able to 
choose which color gown they could wear 
at graduation. This led the Class of 2017 to 
set gender aside and have all students wear 
black gowns. 

A majority of seniors voted in Septem- 
ber 2016 to wear the gender-neutral gowns 
at graduation. Students chose black after 
rejecting gowns in plain brown, plain or- 
ange, or a combination of both. 

School Committee members felt blind- 
sided by the student vote — they were un- 
aware of what students had decided until 
it was announced by the student represen- 
tative during a regular committee meeting. 

During the discussion Nov. 14 before the 
5-2 vote on selecting a new gown color, Shel- 
ley Borgatti-Reed, committee vice chair- 
man, said she was “furious” that the change 
happened without the committee's input. 

“To me, this is a big deal, she said 
during the discussion. “This is a big deal to 
our kids, to our image.’ 

School colors are brown and orange, but 
Borgatti-Reed said she personally likes the 
brown and white gown colors — as did “ev- 
ery single person’ she said she talked with. 

Borgatti-Reed, who voted against 
changing to one-color gowns, said she 
would have preferred having students 
choose whether they wanted to wear 
brown or white, but added, “I understand 
where the world is going.’ 

The vote follows a workshop with the 
committee's labor attorney to review guide- 
lines from the state Department of Educa- 
tion on student gender identity. One of the 
recommendations is that school districts 
eliminate gender-based gowns and dress 
codes for graduation by choosing a single 
color gown for all students. 

School Committee member Brian Bur- 
bank joined Borgatti-Reed in voting against 
a single color gown. He said students and 
the community “overwhelmingly” want to 
go back to the “traditional” colors, but al- 
low seniors to decide which color gown to 
wear. “I believe it’s the right thing to do, 
said Burbank. 

Disagreeing with Burbank and Borgat- 
ti-Reed, Wendy Rua said the committee 
should decide gown colors. 

“I find it difficult to think that one class 
could vote in a color that becomes the next 
tradition, she said. Rua added that while 
she normally is in favor of leaving these de- 
cisions to students, letting one class set a

tradition isn't “representative. 

Anthony Bonavita and Carmino Mineo 
both agreed with Burbank’s comments, but 
said the committee had no choice but to 
move to one color gowns based on the ad- 
vice of its attorney. 

Bonavita stressed that “legality stepped 
in” to overrule tradition, saying the deci- 
sion protects the committee from possible 
litigation from a student. Added Mineo: 
“We need to protect ourselves.’ 

“We have an obligation not to put any 
of our students — even if it’s just one — in 
any discomfort or in any way give them a 
feeling of uncomfortableness, said Mayor 
Richard Cohen, who chairs the committee. 

The committee recently adopted a new 
policy on school traditions and customs. 
The policy, AB-1, states that “decisions that 
affect the school district's traditions and 
rituals, including names, symbols, mas- 
cots, colors, and other related items, will be 
presented first to the School Committee for 
their review, input, and final approval prior 
to any changes taking place.’ 

The committee's current student repre- 
sentative, Honesty Osbourne, was absent 
at the Nov. 14 meeting, so there was no 
opportunity for her to share how students 
might react to the new gown color. AHS 
Principal Tom Schnepp met with the junior 
and senior class officers earlier this week to 
inform them of the committee's decision. 

“They took the news well,’ he said. 

School Superintendent Steve Leman- 
ski showed committee members samples 
of several varieties of brown gowns. The 
committee voted for a sleeveless, V-necked 
gown that Cohen called “very elegant.’ He 
added that he thought all students would 
be proud to wear the new gowns. 

The new gowns, which will cost students 
$15.50, include an orange stole — a detach- 
able accessory worn around the neck over 
the gown. Lemanski said students could have 
classmates sign the stoles, which then could 
be framed in a shadow box as a keepsake. 

For 2018 graduates only, the district will 
absorb the $8 cost of the stoles, about $2,400 
for approximately 300 seniors. Lemanski 
said the stoles will be paid for with funds 
from the high school’s graduation expenses. 
The cost includes customizing each stole 
with the school logo and year of graduation.

the corner from Borgatti Park off River 
Road, said he’s been playing pickleball 
for 16 years in Florida. He said many 
local pickleball players are retirees 
who winter in Florida and picked up 
the sport there. 

He called it the “fastest-growing 
sport in America, with more than two 
million players. It was invented in the 
1960s and combines elements of bad- 
minton, ping-pong and tennis. The 
ball is similar to a Wiffle ball. 

Though the sport is popular in re- 
tirement communities, there are not 
any other facilities for it in Western 
Massachusetts, Dudek said. He said lo- 
cal players would try to play using ten- 
nis courts — which have different pro- 
portions, and nets 2 inches higher. Last 
year, he asked the mayor to provide a 
home for pickleball in Agawam, and the 
first two courts opened last September. 

“The mayor was very supportive, 
said Dudek. “He said if, ‘It's good for 
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Two additional pickleball courts were re- 
cently opened at Borgatti Park. 


the town, good for seniors and good for 
kids, they can get exercise, I’m for it.” 

Pickleball was a fast success in 
Agawam, said Dudek, with almost 150 
people registered to an email list of 
Greater Springfield players, and long 
lines waiting to use the courts during 
the morning hours. 

With a demonstrated demand and 
a growing community of senior ath- 
letes, pickleball enthusiast John Bakos 
approached the town with an offer to 
fund $35,000 of the construction cost 
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of additional courts. 

Bakos, a Sanibel Island, Fla., res- 
ident whose girlfriend lives in Aga- 
wam, ended up covering about half 
the cost of building two new courts, 
Cohen said. The remainder came 
from the Community Preservation 
Act account, funded by a 1 percent 
surcharge on property tax bills in 
town, and state matching grants. 

Asked why he put up his own mon- 
ey, Bakos responded: “Why not? 

“Its such a great sport, he contin- 
ued. “Look at these great people. I was 
just inspired by the sport, the friendli- 
ness, the competition.’ 

The players are still primarily se- 
nior citizens, but Dudek said he hopes 
the presence of pickleball courts in a 
town park will inspire young people in 
Agawam to take up the sport. 

Though Dudek said Agawam’s 
courts are the only ones within 50 
miles, that may not be true for long. 
Sparks said four other communities 
have contacted him for advice about 
building their own pickleball courts.
